WHAT IS A SHRUB ROSE? 

Briefly, it is any rose that differs so markedly in 
growth or flower form from others in the Catalogue, 
that it cannot be grouped with the bushes or the 
climbing sorts. 

So here you will find wild roses, summer-flowering 
roses of medieval times, modern hybrids(including a 
new ground-cover types), a few dainty China roses, 
andthe rough tough Rugosasoriginatingfrom Japan. 

VARIETIES MARKED ‘S’ IN THE MARGIN 
WILL NOT USUALLY GIVE AUTUMN 
FLOWER. 

Nearly all Shrub Roses are very easy to grow, and no 
rose garden is complete without a few of them. 
PLANTING DISTANCE is 3ft. APART except where 
stated. Heights given are the average one expects 
when the plants are established. FRAGRANCE is 
shown by an F followed by our ra ting on an ascending 
scale of merit from 1 to 10.

Fences need to be solid or the Roses will outlast 
them. Most varieties are suitable. 
WallsSouthandWestwallsarebest. Southfacing 
sites dry out, so give young plants plenty of water 
the first growing season. 

Pillars Use a sound wooden post, treated for 
preservation, at least 7ft. above ground level. 
Concrete or metal posts can be used as long as 
they are securely lodged. 

Arches are basically two pillars joined by a strong 
crosspiece (flimsy structures won’t last). Choose 
pendulous varieties like Crimson Shower, 
Francois Juranville, Felicite et Perpetue and 
Sander’s White. 

Tree Scramblers Among the best are Kiftsgate, 
Longicuspis and Wedding Day, but others can be 
used to clothe moribund trees or stumps from 7ft. 
to 20ft. and more. 

What else? Rampant sorts will clothe almost any 
garden feature, natural or artificial. Albertine and 
Alberic Barbier are two of the best for rapid 
results.

USES OF MINIATURE ROSES 

In the garden they need to be carefully placed, or 
they get overgrown and lost from sight. Use them 
as edging plants, in front of other plants or in a 
narrow border on their own. They look well in 
groups of a variety, and a delightful border can be 
made by grouping say 5 plants each of several 
varieties of different colours. 

It is a fallacy to treat them as house plants. They 
may be grown in pots or greenhouse, con¬ 
servatory or frames (or even plunged in the open), 
brought indoors when they begin to flower, 
enjoyed for a week or so, and then promptly taken 
outside again.

You should drive in a stake before 
planting, and see that the stake is set 
just under the lowest graft. Tie 
securely. (For callers, we usually 
have stakes and ties in stock, 
supplies permitting). 

Plant to the soil mark left by the 
nursery. 

Don't try to make your Standards 
shorter by planting deeper. 

Always keep an eye on your ties 
before and during the winter, 
especially to renew them before we 
have snow or gales. 

Do not prune too hard, you should not 
normally remove more than half the 
top when pruning your standards.

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Looking 
After Your 
Roses 

We doubt if there is any other garden plant as 
beautiful as the Rose, and which makes so few 
demands upon its grower. Nevertheless, thereare 
certain basic rules. Observe them, and your plants 
should live longer, and give increasing pleasure to 
all who see them. 

CONDITIONS Roses require a soil which holds 
moisture, and at the same time drains well. As 
anyone who tours Britain will have noticed, Roses 
grow in a wide range of soils, from alkaline chalk to 
acid peat; they are happier in the high alkaline 
range than at the other extreme, and it is the 
people on very acid soils, enjoying their 
rhododendrons, who are likely to have the greater 
difficulty with Roses. 

Roses are plants for the sun, and not for the shade. 
They will stand a lot of punishment in exposed 
positions, and even if the growth may be 
restricted, it is at least usually hard and vital in 
such places. 

SOIL PREPARATION Common sense tells us 
that different soils need different treatment. 
Roses want fertility, moisture, drainage and a 
good root hold, so we must prepare the soil to give 
them these things. If the soil is naturally well 
drained, the plants will get their roots down, and 
the grower has no need to dig deeply. If the soil is 
impervious to water (as many clay soils are), then it 
ought to be dug, and the bottom broken up to 
permit drainage. 

Fertility is achieved by thoroughly mixing organic 
materials in the soil. Obviously, the poorer the soil, 
the more vital is feeding. Good well-rotted manure 
is the best substance, if you can get it. Failing that, 
you can use garden compost, chopped up turves, 
leafmould or peat. All these substances, 
especially peat, help to hold moisture; but peat on 
its own has no feeding value, and ought to be 
reinforced with sterilised bonemeal. Two 
excellent and easily used substances, which we 
recommend if you cannot get good manure or 
garden compost, are Build & Feed (made on our 
Nursery to high composting standards)and Arthur 
Bower’s Seed & Potting Medium. 

If the site is liable to be waterlogged, the beds may 
be raised. Be warned that Roses will not grow for 
long with their roots in water. But if the site drains 
quickly, on no account raise the beds, because 
they will dry through in the summer. 


CAUTION Avoid planting new roses in old rose 
soil. Either replace with soil from another part of 
the garden where roses have not been growing; or 
choose a fresh site; or rest the bed from roses for a 
year or two. 

PLANTING Plant firmly and at the correct depth, 
which for all Roses except Standards is to place 
the union between the thorny stems and the 
smooth rootstock at (or slightly below) ground 
level. A shallow hole, usually 6 or 7 inches deep, 
will normally be sufficient, the roots spread out in it 
towards the horizontal. Always plant the roots wet, 
a quick dip will do. 



Cover the roots with fine soil and planting mixture 
(Build & Feed is made forthis)andtreadveryfirmly 
when the hole is half filled. Then fill up. The plants 
should be firm in the ground. Tug it, to ensure it 
resists your pull. For planting distances see pp. 
5-20. For Standard Roses, see p. 20. 

Do not plant in bad conditions; better to plant 
temporarily close together, firm and protected 
from the wind, and wait until the soil is crumbly 
before moving to their final positions. If you have to 
keep the Roses a few days in the package, put it in 
a cool place, not in a heated house; it will keep 
indefinitely in frosty weather, but as soon as the 
frost goes have the plants in the ground 
Any new plant slow to make growth in the Spring 
should be firmly trodden, to tighten the soil at the 
roots; then pour a bucketful of water over it. 

PLANTING ROSES IN CONTAINERS Dig the 

hole; remove the container carefully so as not to 
disturb the soil block; tread the plant firmly into 
place; give it a bucket of water, and tread again 
when you are sure the plant is well established in 
its new home — in a dry spell of weather this is 
particularly important. 

FEEDING Let Roses grow without overmuch 
feeding in the first year. Then, each year:— 
About March or April, give an organic feed such as 
sterilised bone meal (2 handfuls per sq. yard) or 
Build & Feed. In May or June — or both if you are 
very keen — apply a good proprietary Rose 
Fertiliser such as Vitax or Toprose (or our own 
brand available to callers at our Plant Centre). 
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Cultivation 


Never dig deeply in your Roses. They resent 
disturbance of the roots Only an inch or two deep, 
to loosen the surface, is sufficient. The less you 
tread on the beds once the Roses are established, 
the better Weeds may be controlled by hoeing, or 
by herbicides such as Weedol; observe the 
directions carefully. 

Remove suckers as soon as recognised. Their 
appearance and point of origin are different from 
that of the Rose shoots — but if in doubt, leave 
them until you can be sure. The belief that suckers 
can be identified by counting their leaflets is 
erroneous. 

When the flowers are faded, take them off, to a 
sound eye if you have time, or just whip the seed 
pods off if you are pressed for time. Speed is the 
essence, because if the old flower is not allowed to 
set seed, new flowering growth will start quickly. 
In November or December, shorten the plants to 
avoid damage from the winter winds. 


PRUNING Prune your new plants in March, 
leaving the bushes about finger length from the 
ground, shrubs about 6 to 9 inches. Climbers up to 
24 inches, Standards about 6 inches from the 
grafts. 

Do not worry if your climbers are not in flower in the 
first year. You want them to make growth to start 
with, once they have done that they get into their 
flowering stride. 

As the plants mature. More wood can be left on 
them. The whole point of pruning is to cut the 
unproductive wood off the plant and leave the 
productive wood on. If you forget all else, and stick 
that principle in your mind, you will turn out to be a 
good pruner. 

The productive wood is the strongest and 
thickest ripe wood on the plant, more especially if 
it is young. When the thick wood becomes too old 
to be productive, you will know it by the absence of 
strong growths from it. Don’t be afraid, then, to 
saw it off. 

The unproductive wood is that which is dead, 
damaged, spindly, unripe. You can be taken in by 
thick shoots which grew too late in the previous 
autumn to ripen. They look good, but they are not 
Prune your older plants in February or March and 
be sure to have good secateurs and a thin bladed 
sharpened saw. Good tools prevent damage 

Keep the main shoots on your climbers for as 
many years as they are producing good blooms, 
but each year shorten the side shoots. When the 
main shoot ceases to be productive, take it out, 
either wholly or in part.

Cutting 
Roses for 
the House 

Best Roses to use A list of suitable varieties is on 
p. 3. 

Best time to cut is in the early morning, but not 
when the flowers are wet. 

Stage at which to cut depends on the variety. If it 
has lots of petals, like Alec’s Red or Pascali, you 
can take the flowers when they are half open. 
Thinner flowers like Alexander or Sutter’s Gold 
should be cut at an earlier stage., and semi¬ 
doubles like Escapade before they open. Trial and 
error soon teaches us how different Roses 
respond 

Don’t cut too many blooms and longer stems than 
you need from any one plant. 

Care of Cut Roses — remove lower leaves and 
thorns from stem. Scrape away about 1 inch of 
bark and put in deepwater in a cool dim place away 
from sunlight for at least 2 hours. A tablespoonful 
of sugar added to a bucket of water will help hold 
petals. 

Drooping flowers can be revived by cutting off V 2 
inch of stem, then putting them in 1 inch of boiling 
water for 30 seconds. Fill container up with cold 
water and place in a cool position until the Roses 
are crisp and fresh again 

Containers should be large and deep enough to 
provide sufficient water; flowers arranged in 
shallowcontainersshou Id be filled up with water at 
least every day. 

General: All flowers last better if not placed in 
draughts or direct sunlight. A cool airy room is- 
best. 

PEST & DISEASES It is sensible to be armed in 
advance Roses can be completely spoiled by 
diseases, and they can also be protected from 
them if the grower has the will. Some Roses are 
healthier than others. 

Greenfly and mildew can be sprayed when they 
are seen Blackspot and rust should be sprayed 
before they are seen, during the growing period, 
and again after flowering. If they are seen, the 
infected foliage should be stripped and burnt, and 
the spraying continued. Blackspot is not those tiny 
flecks all over the leaf, as many people think. It 
starts with a few flecks, which.grow into large 
obvious spots. Rust starts on the lower leaves; you 
may detect it by yellow dots on the upper side, and 
on turning the leaf over, you see groups of orange 
pustules (black as they mature). For rust, the 
underside of the leaf needs to be sprayed as well 
as the top.
